The  Grand  Lodge  met  this  day  at  11  o'clock,  a.  m.,  pur- 
suant to  adjournment,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  J.  S.  Drum- 
mond,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Marshall  by  direction  examined  all  present 
and  declared  them  duly  qualified,  whereupon  the  G.  Chaplain 
offered  up  prayer. 

The  B.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  by  direction  of  the 
chair,  proclaimed  the  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

The  chair  then  appointed  P.  G.  J.  H.  Meldram,  Grand 
Guardian,  and  P.  G.  \V.  J.  Armstrong,  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, pro  tem. 

The  credentials  of  Past  Grands  were  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  credentials,  who  reported  as  follows :

ANNUAL  HEPOBT  OF  THE  M.  W.  GRAND  MASTER.

To^ay  wo  have  mot  to  transact  the  buBiiuws  of  the 
first  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  for  the  advance- 
ment and  propngation  of  the  true  iirinciples  of  our  beloTcd  order  in  this  juris- 
diction. With  this  fraternal  meeting  terminates  the  first  official  year  of  our 
Grand  Lodge,  and  as  we  are  merging  upon  the  second  and  new  communi- 
cation, we  have  assembled  to  take  counsel  from  the  past,  and  so  improve 
ourselves  whereby  we  may  bo  better  able  to  leg^ate  for  the  future  in  the  in- 
terests of  our  cherished  cause. 

My  Brethcrn,  we  should  not  forget  to  return  thanks  to  the  supreme  Grand 
Master  of  the  Universe,  for  his  many  blessings  bestowed  upon  us,  and  for  the 
continued  prosperity  of  our  order  in  this  jurisdiction  in  the  past  year. 

The  Lodges  have  increased  in  membership,  equal  to  tne  reasonable  ex- 
pectations of  our  most  sanguine  members,  and  the  good  works  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship in  this  jurisdiction  are  now  being  manifested  on  every  hand,  opportuni- 
ties, I  am  sorry  to  say,  in  the  last  year  are  given  many  of  your  respective 
Lodges  to  carry  out  the  great  principles  for  which  we  are  gathered  together. 

I  beg  your  attention  to  a  synopsis  of  my  actions  during  the  year,  through 
which  by  jrour  kindness,  I  have  been  permitted  to  hold  the  high,  honorable 
and  first  gift,  in  the  keeping  of  the  members  of  this  grand  Lodge,  viz. :  The 
first  Grand  Master  of  the  jurisdiction  of  British  Columbia,  and  further  to  re- 
port such  oificinl  acts  as  have  been  performed  by  virtue  of  my  office,  and  as  it 
Hocmed  to  mo  for  tho  interests  of  the  order. 

From  all  parts  of  our  jurisdiction  there  comes  to  me  good  news  of  peace 
and  hannonv  prevailing  in  all  our  Districts,  offerings  also  continually  Wng 
made  through  the  combined  efforts  of  this  Institution,  which  call  down  tho 
blessings  of  the  relieved  widow  and  orphan  upon  those  bright  spirits  and  first 
promoters  of  this  the  noblest  institution  when  literally  carried  out  that  p>re- 
vails  in  our  land  to-day,  for  tho  amelioration  of  our  follow  man,  and  protection 
of  those  I.e  leaves  behind  him. 

With  heartfelt  sorrow  I  regret  having  to  record  the  demise  of  one  of  our 
eldest  and  dearest  friends  to  the  order,  P.  G.  A.  H.  Guild,  one  of  the  original 
promoters  of  the  principles  of  our  order  being  established  in  a  society  for  the 
relief  ef  distressed  Brothers  in  the  early  days,  and  with  safety  say  the  first 
actual  settlement  in  members  of  this  Colony,  1858,  and  the  commissioned 
Institutor  of  tho  first  Lodge  established  in  regular  form  in  British  Columbia, 
since  he  has  just  been  called  to  the  other  side  to  render  an  account  of  his 
Stewardship  while  hero;  and  as  wo  must  be  convinced  he  has  but  fulfilled  the 
law  of  humanity,  and  no  doubt  in  a  better  position  to  carry  on  to  advantage  a 
good  work  so  well  begun. 

VISITATIONS. 

I  sincerely  regret  that  my  anticipations  wore  foiled  on  account  of  current 
events  from  visiting  Districts  No.  2  and  3. 

*'  *^®  ^^^^  '  ***^  made  arrangements  with  some  of  the  other  Grand 
Officers  to  accompany  me  in  the  first  week  in  January,  circumstances  prevent- 
ed, and  this  being  the  first  communication  by  resolution,  my  early  term  of 
service  was  cut  off  with  9  months,  or  otherwise  I  should  have  been  pleased  to 
have  made  tho  round  trip  to  both  Districts,  but  I  have  been  in  constant 
communication  with  tho  Brotherhood,   and  am  proud  to  make  record  here 
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Ihnt  tliey  nrc  iu  n  flonrisliing  comlitiou  ho  tar  as  Nanaimo  Lodge,  in  District 
No.  3,  is  concornod,  I  had  oxemplificd  the  work  to  them  a  few  months  prior 
.  to  my  taking  office,  therefore  did  not  necessarily  require  my  presence,  and 
more  particularly  knowing  they  had  a  pioneer  in  the  service  able  to  guide  them, 
viz,  IJrr.  Levi. 

On  the  second  of  July,  1871,  I  visited  Dominion  Lodge,  Jio.  4,  for  the 
purpose  of  inRtallin;^  their  officers  elect  accomimnied  with  my  Grand  officers, 
on  examination  we  found  the  elott  worthy  and  well  qualified  to  the  h«m- 
orftblo  jjositions  the  brotherhood  had  chosen  them  to  fill,  they  were  duly  in- 
troduced according  to  our  ritual  aiul  installed  into  their  respective  chairs  in 
ample  form.  This  is  one  of  the  youngest  but  well  conducted  Lodges  wo  have, 
there  seems  to  be  no  lack  of  energy  on  the  pu  t  of  their  officers  to  jjerfect  them- 
selves in  the  secret  work,  unity  of  purnoso  prevailing. 

On  July  (ith,  1873,  accompanied  with  the  elective  Grand  offlcera,  I  visited 
Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1,  for  the  purpose  of  Installation,  the  officers  elect, 
found  them  well  up  in  their  several  parts  and  perfectly  competent  of  conduct- 
ing the  affairs  of  those  who  had  chosen  them  to  so  preside,  :md  it  v  ould  have 
beer  liseless  for  us  to  attempt  to  instruct  the  Mother  Lodge,  the  officers  were, 
according  to  usage,  introduced  and  installed  in  ample  form. 

Visited  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  2,  on  July  8th,  187-4,  accompanied  by  the 
Grand  officers  of  this  body,  was  most  cordially  received,  and  at  (mce  proceeded 
with  the  bueiness  for  which  wo  came,  viz.,  the  Installation  of  officers;  the  officei-s 
having  been  duly  examined  were  favorably  reported  upon  and  introdticcd  ac- 
cording to  custom,  and  duly  installed  into  their  respective  chairs  in  ample  form. 

This  is  the  second  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  in  members  and  wealtli,  sind 
Victoria  No.  1,  will  have  to  look  well  to  her  laurals,  for  before  long  if  they  con- 
tinue as  they  have  been  lately,  she  will  ask  to  exchange  members  with  her. 
Progress!  let  that  bo  your  word,  but  do  so  with  care. 

On  January  4th,  1874,  I  again  repeated  lay  visitation  to  Victoria  Lodge 
No.  1,  for  similar  purposes  as  on  July  Gth.  Installed  the  officers,  finding  them 
correct  in  ample  form,  peace  and  harmony  being  tho  choice  motto  of  this 
Lodge,  they  apparently  enjoy  it. 

On  January  Gth,  1875,  revisited  Columbia  Lodge  officially  with  Grand 
officers  for  like  purpose  as  we  did  on  July  8th,  1874,  found  tho  officers  correct, 
and  duly  installed  them  in  ample  form. 

Also  Visited  Dominion  liodgo,  January  7th,  1875,  for  similar  purposes  as 
I  did  <m  the  2nd  of  July,  1874,  found  tho  officers  well  up  in  the  work,  and  in- 
stalled them  in  ample  form. 

NEW  LODGES. 

I  have  not  had  intimated  to  mo  any  intention  by  Bros,  of  tho  order,  of 
starting  any  new  Lodges,  except  a  weak  voico  from  Kamloops.  There  are  a  few 
brothers  up  there  who  I  believe  are  desirous  of  forming,  but  the  distance  is  so 
great  as  also  the  expense,  therefore  we  will  have  to  wait  until  someone  wlmse 
business  calls  that  way,  can  be  instructed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  so  form  the 
same. 

APPOINTMENTS  OF  D.  D.  G.  M. 

I  commissioned  Richard  Roberts,  P.  G.  of  No.  1,  my  District  Deputy 
Grand  Mastt^r  for  District  No.  1,  Ajjril  2Uth,  1874. 

I  also  conunissioned  Henry  Elliott,  P.  G.  of  No.  .'J, 
Master  for  District  No.  2,  April  2S)th,  1874. 

Also  commissioned  S.  D.  Levi,  P.  G.  of  No.  5,  District  Deputy  Irrand 
Master  for  District  N«i.  3,  on  July  1874. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

I  issued  a  dispensatiou  to  Victoria,  No.  1,  Columbia,  No.  2,  and  Domin- 
ion, No.  4,  to  appear  in  regalia  at  the  funerals  of  Bros.  Thos.  Hodges  and  G. 
K.  Hudson,  on  Nov.  14th,  1874. 


District  Deputy  Grand 
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DECISIONS. 

During  my  term,  I  hftve  decided  many  minor  points  of  law,  and  questions 
asked  for  information,  laws  having  been  framed  already  to  cover  the  matter,  I 
will  not  here  enumerate  the  casc3,  not  considering  them  of  sufficient  importance 
for  further  legislation. 

Acts  of  R.  Roberts,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  No.  1  District,  reports  to  me  that  on 
April  29th,  1874,  he  granted  Dispensation  to  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  2,  to  con- 
fer Degrees  in  less  time  than  allowed  by  law. 

Also  to  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  5,  on  July  2nd,  1874,  for  like  purpose. 

1st  question — Propounded  by  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  4.  Can  aN.  G.  instruct 
the  Recording  Secretary  to  use  the  Lodge  Seal  without  vote  of  the  Lodge? 
Answer— No. 

2nd  question— What  power  has  a  N.  G.  in  Lodge  more  than  another  mem- 
ber before  or  after  closing  the  Lodge?  Answer — No  more  power  than  any  other 
member. 

3rd  question— 1st.  When  is  a  N.  G.  empowered  to  i'<nise  the  term  P.  W. 
to  a  brother  inarreai-s?  2nd.  When  is  a  N.  G.  empowered  to  refuse  admit- 
tance into  the  Lodge  room  to  a  brother  in  arrears?  Answer— a  subject  of  local 
control  that  the  Lodge  may  enact  that  a  brother  not  pacing  up  his  dues  at 
the  end  of  term,  not  entitled  to  P.  W.  and  admittance,  or  that  he  may  be  ad- 
mitted witboat  the  password,  until  he  be  suspended  for  none-payment  of  dues. 

Acts  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  Henry  Elliott,  District  No.  2,  ro^iorts  to  mo  that 
he  granted  Dispensation  for  Degrees  to  be  conferred  in  less  time  than  allowed 
l>y  law  in  July,  1874. 

On  the  19th  of  Jan.,  1875,  I  installed  the  officers  of  New  Westminster 
I  odge.  No.  3,  into  their  respective  chairs,  having  after  due  examination  found 
them  worthy  to  the  honorable  i)08ition8  they  had  been  elected. 

Acts  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  S.  D.  Ticvi,  of  District  No.  3.  I  have  to  report 
that  after  rigid  examination  of  the  officers  elect  of  Black  Diamond  Lodge, 
No.  5,  the  youngest  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  that  they  would  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  older  lodges  and  of  yeai*s  standing  in  this  Provice,  and 
finding  them  so  to  be,  proceeded  in  January  and  duly  installed  to  their  respec- 
tive chairs  said  officers. 

This  Lodge  is  out  of  debt,  has  something  handsome  to  our  credit  for  our 
ngp,  and  blest  with  now  accessions  beyond  our  expectations,  that  you  have 
nothing  to  fear,  G.  M.  Drummond,  you  planted  the  seed  in  good  soil  and  our 
Institiition  is  a  perfect  success. 

With  regard  to  the  decisions  of  District  Deputy  R.  Roberts,  of  District 
No.  1,  on  first  Question  as  propounded  by  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  4.  I  do  not 
endorse  a»  answered. 

The  Noble  Grand  can  order  seal  to  bo  used  in  the  legitimate  business  of 
the  Lodge  when  it  may  be  nocossary  to  use  the  seal.  See  digest  1745, 
page  373. 

As  to  the  2nd  question,  I  ondornc. 

As  to  the  3rd  question, 

Ist— When  is  a  N.  G.  empowered  to  rcfus?  the  term  P.  W.  to  a  brother 
in  arrears?    My  answer  would  be  at  all  limes. 

2iid— When  is  a  N.  G.  empowered  to  refuse  admittance  into  liodgo  room 
to  a  brother  in  arrears?  My  answer  would  bo,  it  is  purely  a  prerogative  of 
the  N.  G.     See  digest  111,  page  28. 

I  have  to  announce  that  on  the  first  of  December,  1874,  a  commission 
issued  from  the  Gr  ;nd  Secretary's  office  of  the  G.  L.,  U.  S.,  appointing  me  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  the  jurisdiction  of  British  Columbia.  Signed  by 
the  Grand  Hire,  M.  J.  DURHAM. 
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The  constitution  which  was  hastely  adopted  for  our  government  at  the 
first  commencement  viz.,  that  of  California,  I  would  recommend  the  same  bo 
continued  with  such  ^i 'iterations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

And  as  regards  the  present  representation  of  this  Orand  Lodge,  I  deem 
it  unadvisable  to  make  any  recommendations  as  in  my  opinion,  the  subject 
matter  can  for  the  present  bo  more  satisfactorily  arranged  by  this  Grand  body. 

From  n  fond  desire  for  the  advancement  and  future  welfare  of  the  order 
us  well  ns  in  obediauce  to  custom,  it  becomes  my  duty  upon  this  occasion  to 
tlirow  out  a  few  suggestions  and  recommendations  ns  may  occur  to  me  relate 
ing  especially  to  the  interest  of  the  Brotherhood  in  British  Columbia. 

The  56th  Anniversary  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  on  the 
American  Continent  which  takes  place  on  the  26th  of  April,  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  this  Grand  body  use  their  influence  with  their  individual 
Lodges,  to  celebrate  that  day  in  a  way  becoming  the  occasion,  by  visiting  our 
younger  and  most  distant  Lodges  thereby  giving  an  impetus  to  the  good  work 
m  their  District. 

Under  our  peculiar  circumstances  which  surround  the  order  here  in  B.  C, 
our  remoteness  from  the  G.  L.,  U.  S.  will  tend  as  a  drawback  for  some  little 
time  to  our  receiving  direct  instructions  from  the  G.  Ij.,  U.  S.  of  which  we  are 
now  a  part,  we  are  comparatively  young  and  weak,  but  coming  events  fore- 
shadow to  me  that  the  time  is  short  when  we  will  number  our  ten  Lodges, 
which  will  give  us  direct  communication  with  the  G.  L.,  U.  S.  at  an  expense 
we  can  bear;  subordinate  Lodge  funds  cannot  sustain  a  great  draw  upon  them 
for  defraying  Grand  Lodge  expenses,  and  for  printing  expenses  of  subordinates 
themselves,  prudence  will  curtail  as  much  as  possible  all  the  Bourcds  of  pe- 
cuniary depletion  in  Lodge  Treasuries,  so  that  the  greater  ends  of  our  Institu- 
tion will  be  faithfully  carried  out  successfully  in  providing  for  the  sick,  the 
widow  and  the  orphan. 

Since  I  assumed  the  office  I  am  soon  to  retire  from,  it  may  not  bo  in- 
appro2)riate  in  me  to  state  that  the  greatest  economy  has  been  used  with  the 
funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  procuring  the  necessaries  for  carrying  on  the 
work,  and  much  labour  has  been  performed  by  the  G.  Secretary  this  last  year, 
which  can  be  avoided  by  another  session,  the  printing  of  necessary  Blanks  for 
returns  &c.,  has  been  laid  over,  but  I  presume  will  be  accomplished  this  com- 
ing year.  I  procured  Blank  Charters  from  Culiforuia  G.  L.,  six  in  number, 
and  also  six  from  the  G.  L.  Oregon,  which  engraving  we  transferred  for  our 
use,  and  will  answer  our  purpose  until  such  time  as  wo  can  procure  a  i)lato  of 
our  own. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  the  movement  just  inaugurated  Tor  con- 
ferring degrees  is  one  we  have  boon  long  in  want  of,  as  it  no  doubt  will  have 
a  great  inlluonco  upon  the  memborahip  in  bringing  together  those  who  so  fre- 
quenily  absented  themselves  from  the  degree  Lodge,  because  their  official 
position  did  not  require  them  to  remain  ond  take  part  therein,  has  lain  a  groat 
error,  which  I  believe  is  now  ovorcomo,  lot  all  membors  of  the  Lodge  who 
are  sufficiently  advanced  remain  to  witness  and  assist  in  conferring  the  degrees, 
and  they  will  soon  learn  that  the  beautiful  teachings  of  the  degrees  will  exert 
an  influence  upon  the  character  and  deportment  of  every  one  who  so  devotes 
himself. 

In  conclusion,  Brothers  of  this  Lodge,  permit  mo  as  I  .im  about  to  resign 
the  official  trust  which  during  the  first  year  of  our  organization  your  kindness 
and  confidence  have  roi>osed  in  mo  to  congratulate  you  on  the  prospects  which 
are  before  you.  This  small  cluster  of  five  Lodges  in  a  remote  corner  of  the 
North  Pacific  is  a  bright  star  in  the  banner  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  in  the 
fulness  of  its  splendor,  may  it  shine  over  the  entire  pathway  of  the  world, 
^ving  assurances  of  an  elevated  and  glorious  philantrophy,  and  by  its  gentle 
influence  control  the  elements  of  discord,  still  the  storm,  and  soothe  tho 
spirit  of  passion,  light  its  votaries  into  fraternal  communion  where  the  great 
priuoiples  of  human  brotherhood  are  rooognizbd  and  man's  better  nature  dis- 
playod,  such  is  tho  institution  to  which  we  belong,  where  the  fevered  brow 
needs  the  cooling  draught,  where  misery  lies  unrelieved,  whore  poverty  cries 
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for  assistance,  and  in  ministering  to  the  many  wants  necessaiy  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  widow,  and  education  of  the  orphan,  also  in  burying  the  dead,  if 
we  but  fulfill  these,  we  belonf;  tn  the  grandest  of  all  institutions  among  men, 
for  the  relief  of  distress  in  the  trials,  incident  of  human  life.  Lr^t  us  labor  on 
for  the  glorious  consummation,  and  weary  not  in  well  doing.

OfFICK  op  THE  GnAND  SeCB  V.TARY,
